Mr. Walkom asked leave to introduco 
the Judicial Bill. 

IIAILWAY. 

Mr. Walkom laid before the House 
pairtM oi^tho railwiiy diatter. 

"'.-'.'j'tZ WOOLEN MILL BILL. 

Hpiiso iwent into comniittoo on the 
woolen mill subsidy bill, which propoaoa to 
grant §5000 to any person who may build 
a woolen mill in the province to cost not 
leas than §20,000. 

Tlio committee reported, the report was 
adopted and the bill ordered to be read a 
first time to-morrow.

Honso wont into committee on tho esti-. 
mates, resuming at vote No. IG— .\s- 
luBsor and collector, Victoria district, 
ijiaaO ; toll collection, Cassiar, §000. 

iMr. Williams wanted to see a diflbrent 
mode of collecting tho school ta.x. Tlio 
mutter should bo left in one man's hunds. 

Ml-. Brarcn r^^plii•d th^t only 28 Chin- 
ese had paid at the treasury last year; the 
rest piiul Mr. Shakespeare. 

.Mr. Wilson said that if tlio collector 
callc<l on white persona who were in do- 
fiKilt thoy frequently went to tho treas- 
ury and paid the tax. It was not just to 
Mr. Shakespeare to allow such persons to 
de[irivo him of his commission. 

'J'lio vote passed. 

Temporary assistance, §800. 

Mr. Wilson — Is this to be an annual 
vote? TTow^'can it bo temporary if it is 
voted ev^ry year ? - 

Mr. Beaven said the amount was not 
always expended and mentioned iiastancea 
wherein tempoiary assistance would have 
Biived tho province money. 

Tho vote was passed. 

Printing oflice— extra printer, §9G0. 

Mr. Humphrey said that this vote was 
necessary to the efficient working of tho 
department. 

Mr. Bennett asked why tho deputy 
provincial secretary received .$25 a muiith 
less than any other deputy head. 

Mr. Humphreys said the salary was re- 
duced upon tlie recommendation of tho 
civil service committee. Ho, however, 
knew of no reason why the deputy pro- 
vincial secretary should not bo placed on 
the same footing as any other deputy. 
He was an excellent officer, and ho did 
not approve of the report. 

Mr. Smithe charged that the govorn- 
raont shrinked a responsibility that bo- 
longed to them, and pointed out .several 
instances in which tho report of tho civil 
service committee had not been complied 
with. In this case tho government had 
considered themselves bound by tho re- 
port. In others thoy did not. 

Ml". Humphreya said that tho govern- 
ment could not ignore the committee's 
recommendation. 

Mr. Sinithe— It supplied an extra print- 
er in the face of the committee's report 
that they should not. 

Mr. Bennett said tho committee wore 
of opinion that the deputy head liad not 
as maoh work to do aa any other deputy 
head. The statement of the provincial 
secretary had now di.spelled that idea. 

Mr. Williams believed tho surest way 
10 settle this matter was to strike the 
item out. There was nothing to du in 
that oflice, anyhow. 

Mr. Gallagher thought the salary should 
be raised. 

Mr. Mara said tho civil service com- 
mittee recommended a reduction under a 
wrong impression. 

Mr. Humphreys said tho position was 
an onerous one and the officer was over- 
worked. 

The extra printer was voted. 

Supreme Court, §2400; sheriffs, §1500; 
County Court, §000. carried. 

Police and gaols, Victoria, §0,512, 

Mr. Walkem said that tho cerporation 
of Victoria had cancelled the arrange- 
ment by which one-half tho salary of the 
superintendent of police was paid by tho 
city, the arrangement having been found 
to work badly. The officer was necessary 
in tho provincial service. 

Item carried. 

Police and gaols, Esquimalt, 8720; car- 
ried. 

Police and gaols, New Westminster, 
§7,592. 

Mr. Walkem said a registrar of the su- 
preme and county courts, New Westmin- 
ster, would bo necessary this year. 

Dr. Ash said that tho Victoria and 
Now Westminster gaols should be amal- 
gamated. Let tho Victoria prisoners go 
to Westminster or vice mrm, The ex- 
penses of the two establishments wore 
enormous and ought to be curtailed. At 
the proper time he would move that the 
government be instructed to amalgamate 
the two establisliinents. 

Mr. Walkem concurred in these re- 
marks and would look into tho matter 
iinmodiately. Tho gaols at Kanaimo, 
Victoria and New Westminster should bo 
amalgamated and it would be done. (Hear 
hear.) 

Tho item was passed. 

Government agent and constable, Koot- 
enay, 31,404. Passed. 

Police and gaols, Cariboo, §7,22-t. 

Mr. Mara asked if one of tho existing 
ofTcere could not discharge the duties of 
registrar ? 

Mr. Walkem replied there was always 
a good deal of litigation at Cariboo, 

Mr. Ferguson supported the statements 
of tho attorney general. Mr. Brown's 
time was wholly occupied in his oflico as 
recorder, etc. 

Mr. Cowan followed on tho same side. 



Dr.Ash opposed provision for registrars 
of tho County Courts under the now judi- 
cial arrangeinont and referred to tho un- 
satisfactory condition of affairs through 
the cciateiiCfi of County OoUrtB and Su- 
preme Courts. Ho instanced cases of 
hardship. Aa tho law is now any man 
may crush a suitor %vith costs by carrying 
a small case into the Su])roiuo Court. 
There should bo no distinction between 
tho foes. 

Mr. Walkem acknowledged that tho 
condition of matters was unsatisfactory. 

Mr. Wilson had thought that the now 
judicial s}-steni would reduce tho costs of 
the establishment; but ho learned that 
there was about to bo a largo increaso. 
Why could not the assayer at Cariboo act 
as registrar. 

Mr. Walkem said that tho'issaycr as- 
sisted tho recorder, and tho registrar 
must bo an experienced person. Ho 
hoped tr be able to report a very largo 
saving in tho administration of justice at 
tho end of tho current year. Tho bill 
he would introduco to-morrow would 
compel Supreme Court judges to do 
County Court work. 

In answer to Mr. Wilson, tho attornoj'- 
genoral stated that the supremo court 
judge at Cariboo would do county court 
and mining court work as well. 

Tho item passed. 

Police and gaols, Cariboo, §5,720; pass- 
ed. 

Policoand gaols. Kaquimalt and Lylton, 
§4,080. Passed. 

Mr. Mara said tho govorninout would 
find it nocossary to station a constable at 
Spenco's bridge, whore thoro was a largo 
assemblage of nion. 

Police and gaols, Kainloops, §1,200. 
Passed. 

Police and gaols, Nanaimo, §4,100. 
Passed. 

Mr. Ash said no [jrovision jiad been 
iiado for a constable at Comox, whore 
tlioro was i.o check on tho Indian liquor 
traffic. Some agent of the governmont 
hould bo st<atioiiod thoro to repress this 
traffic. 

Mr. .Vbrams regretted that thoro w:is 
no provision for a constable and lock-up 
at Wellington. 

IMr. Wilson said tho amount of money 
was limited, but enough should have been 
saved from the attornoy-gonorara and 
other department to have provided for 
this expenditure. 

Mr. Pimbury naid a very sad accident 
occurred at Wellington last year for no 
other reason than that there was no lock- 
up. Tiie population was largo and in- 
creasing and ho would like to hear an ex- 
planation from the government on the 
subject. 

Mr. Smitho said that justice should bo 
done to the district of Wellington, and it 
■was necessary that a constable and lock- 
up should bo provided. Constables had 
been provided at Yale because of increased 
population. Why was not tho same rule 
followed at Wellington? 

The item was passed. 

Lillooet district, government agent, 
§1500; assistant and constable, §1020. 

Mr. Saul drew attention to tho change. 
Ho did not know by whom tho • changu 
was recomniondod. The governmont 
agent had always done his duty, and he 
w^anted information. 

Mr. Beaven said that the change was 
necessary in tho interest of eiheiency. 

Twitted by flir. Mara with reference to 
the Allan scandal Jlr. Beaven repeated 
tho oft' told tale to a drowsy Housu. 

Mr. Smiths did not think members of 
the government had given that clear and 
satisfactory information that ought to 
have been given. It was their duty to 
have a clear idoa as to what they propo.s- 
ed to do» Hon. gentlemen h.id been in 
office for 2| years and should from their 
own experience acknowledge as to wlie- 
thor the present system effected a saving 
or not. 

Mr. Beaven had informed tho hon. 
member for Yale tliat he could not give 
him tho desired information offhand. 

Mr. Mara— You ought to know after 
being 2^ years in office. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. llcaven replied amid cries of order, 
order. Ho would have his .say out in 
spite of cries of order and stamping of 
feet, 

Mr. Wm. Brown had noticed that there 
was no provision for the salary of a gov- 
ernment agent and constable at Lillooet. 
The present incumbent was a school- 
teacher with as many scholars as most 
teachers and he also performed tlie duties 
of government agent and constable. 

Mr. Saul considered that a governmont 
agent should be appointed whose whole 
time would bo employed and who should 
be Bufliciontly well paid. 

Mr. Bennett wished to make a remark 
about a large section of country not men- 
tioned at all in tho estimates. There in 
a jail at Okanagan, but neither jailor nor 
constable. There were two magistrates 
in that portion of the district, but both 
were at a distance of more than 20 miles. 
It was absolutely necessary that some 
person Bhould be at the gaol to take cog 
nizance of breaolics of the law. 

Mr. Vornon thought it was only right 
that persons living in the interior portion 
of tho eountry should be protected as 
much as those living in more favored 
localities. He fully coincided with the 
remarks of his colleague. The govern- 
ment in their rotrenchmont policy had 
struck out tho item that had formerly 
boon on tho Estimates. They should 
certainly look after these matters. Being 
in oppOBttioii the metnbors for Yale did 
not expect much, but as a matter of right 
and justice they should have some consi- 
deration. 

Item passed. 

Indemnity to members, §3,800; mile- 
age, .§2,050; registration of voters, §100, 
were nassed. 

E.\peuae3 of olections, §5,000. 

Mr. Williams asked if tho governmont 
had any idea of being defeated as this voto 
had been put on tho Estimates. If not 
ho did not seo the use of the item. 

Mr. Ash said the item might be left 
out unless there was a prospect of a gen- 
eral election during tho coming summer. 
He contended that the new Hou^Q ought 
io provide the expenses of its own elec- 
tion, which unless previou,sly dissolved 
by tho liout. -governor would not take 
place until midsummer, 1882. He mov- 
ed tho item be struck out. 

Mr. Walkem said the voto came within 
the fiscal year mentioned by tho lion, 
member. Mr. Walkem said aomo pooplo 
provided themselv«» with coffin* before 



tlioy died and every member know tho 
House had a doctor who would send them 
to their (political) coffins as soon as ho ; 
was able.. 

jMr. Wilson thought the amount too 
large. i 

Mr. Sraitho said it was alw.-iys custom- 
ary to put a vote on the Estimates for I 
elections as all aro mortal and know i 
not when we may bo called away and it ! 
was to provide for such contingencies, i 
Still he thought §2,000 was enougli for j 
such a purpose. Perhaps the governmont 
contemplated a dissolution during tho 
coming reces.s, if so, they ought to say 
so now, in justification of this voto. 
The House would expire an Juno 20tli, 
1882, and that would only leave one day 
in which to spend this money, and ho 
thought that for such general election the 
amount ouglit to be voted in tho ses- 
sion next before it would roipiiro to bo 
spent. IIo persumod inoinbor.s had all 
hoard it reported that tlie premer bad as- 
pirations to iiigh ollice. (liear, hoar and 
a laugh.) Ill tho event of tho object of his 
refuted ambition being attained it would 
of course follow that tho pnjvince would 
bo left without an attornoy-gonoral, and 
such changes would be necessarily wrought 
that a general election would bo entailed. 
If anything of this kind wore held in view 
by the government it Avould bo best to say 
so candidly and tho amount would be vot- 
ed with tho utmost pleasure; on the other 
hiind if such events were not contemplat- 
ed then it ought to bo reduced and tlie 
the amount taken for expenditure in tho 
districts on road.s and wharves. (Hoar, 
hear.j Perhaps tho leader of tho guvorn- 
meiit would now explain. 

Mr. Walkom — The vote is for the gen- 
oral election in 1882. .^s for aspirations, 
ho supposed tho leailer of tho opiiositioii 
had aspirations also and would like to 
take his [)laco ;\h Ic.idur of the govern- 
mont. 

Mr. Sniitlic Yes, natiu-ally. 

Mr. Beaven said tho expenses of last 
general election were about §5000. 
' Mr. Wilson said that out of §2000 voted 
last year for elections only §4t> had been 
spent. Ho iiiovud that tho item bo out 
down to §1000. 

Dr. -Vsh accepted tho ainendmont to his 
amendment. . 

Mr. Gallagher thought it was best to 
leave the amottnt on tho estimates, and if 
not spent for olections it would bo spent 
for something else. 

iMr. FurgusoM wanted it §2500. 

Mr. Sniitlie said next session of parlia- 
ment was time enough to voto the amount 
for the gonoral election, unless the gov- 
ernment thought it was likely the general 
election would be held before next ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Beaven said if only .§2000 was vot- 
ed on this head all vouchers over that 
sum would not be paid at the treasury 
until voted by next session after tho elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Saul said striking out the item 
would not save it to tho province. If not 
spent in elections it would be spent in an- 
other w.ay. As there was a heavy deficit 
this year it woijld uo towards decreasing 
that deficit. 

.■Vmouiit was ordered struck out by 12 
to 10 and §2000 inserted in it.s [dace. 

Vote 30- Contingent fmid, §200.

Assay oflico, Cariboo, §500 ; printing 
ofHce, §1375; asylum for the insane. New 
Westminster, .§0900. 

Passed without comment. 

Hospitals, .§10,200. 

Mr. Mara protested against §11,250 be- 
ing voted to hospitals at V^ictoria, Nanai- 
mo and New Westminster whilst no sum 
was voted to establish a hospital so much 
required in the interior. 

Mr. Mcllmoyl said as the subscribers to 
the Victoria hospital had elected directors 
in the faco of the rc.snlut ion of this House 
ho did not suppose th;\t those gentlemen 
would accept a dimation from this House 
and he moved the aninunt bo spent on 
Saanich trunk road. 

Mr. Smithe s-iid the resolution of the 
House had been an abstract expression of 
opinion only, and subscrihers were not 
bound by it in any way until the Govern- 
ment shall have given it force by adopt- 
ing it by execiitiveaction. This ho trust- 
ed the Goverinnont would not do. By 
this time the Govornment, as well as 
members who voted for it, probably saw 
tho mistake that was made and would quiet- 
ly let it drop. He (liil not in this instance 
blame eitlier the subBcribors or 
the directors, although ho would 
be one of the first to resent anv 
attempt to override tho authority of tiio 
House. 

Mr. WilliauiH pr(jposed that tho Gov- 
ernment witiiliold this amount from the 
hospital until they com[)licd with the re- 
solution of this House. Gentlemen who 
had withdrawn their subscriptions had 
paid them in again to procure a vote. 

Mr. Wilson said that because there was 
si'ime diflbrence between the subscribers 
and the tlovcrnrnont it was no reason why 
" sutferiug lunnanity " should be deprived 
of this amount of assistance. 

Mr. Drunimond (amid great laughter) 
would vote for the amounts, but would 
insist that the money be expended in ac- 
cordance with the resolution of the 
House. Ho made several co mplaintsand 
was called to order several times. Ho said 
a hospital should be started at Kamloops 
to protect little waifs who, like Japhet, 
could not find a father, and ho would ask 
the Government in their kindness and 
goodness of their hearts to put an amount 
on tho supplementary estimates for that 
purpose. 

j\Ir. Williams said that from what ho 
had heard about the hospitals it would 
be bettor were there none; no one but 
favorites could got in. ito wished the 
matter laid over until such time as the ro- 
aolutions of the House were complied 
with. 

House adjourned till 7 :30 p. m.

A NEW CABLE SCHEME. 

PZIOPOSAL TO ooirrrEOT oaitaba 

"WITH THE EAST OOAST 
OF ASIA. 

A Company Llkoly to l:o Formod, 

The ccnstrufltion of tho Pacific Rail- 
way across tho Dominion of Canada now 
being probable, public attention is to bo 
directed to what may bo characterized as 
a fitting complement to tho schcnio, but 
one which, though protected and fostered 
by tho Dominion Government can scar- 
cely bo subsidized under that contract, 
viz,, tho laying of an olectrio sub-marine 
cable fi'oin British Columbia to tho con- 
tinent of Asia. Within a few years tho 
•Sault Branch will bo constructed and 
telegraphic communication extended from 
tho present .systen^ in Ontario to tlie Sault. 
A submarine cable laid from Qoulais Bay 
to Ihundor Bay will bo a cheap means of 
opening through communication to Ed- 
monton, N, W. T., all tho intorvoning 
Iniks being built. From Edmonton to 
tho existing line in British Columbia 
there is an luicoiistructcd link of five hun- 
dred miles. Submarine cables laid re- 
cently connuct Vancouver Island with tho 
Canadian niflinlttiid. On June 11th, 1879 
Sandford Fhuuing, Chief Engineer of tho 
Canadian Pacilic Railway, writing to .Mr. 
Gisborne, Superintendent of the (joverii- 
mont Telegraph Service, roferriiig to the 
probable early construction of a telegraph 
hue rroni Ottawa to tiio Pacitic Coast, 
said it was a matter of imperial impor- 
tance that the Britisli possesaiona to the 
west of tho Pacific Ocean should be con- 
nected by submarine cable to Canada, 
and Great Britain thus brought into direct 
connnunieation with all her greatest col- 
onies and dependencies without i)assing 
through foreign countries. Tho telegrapli 
system of Europe is now extended castur- 
ly through Russia to tho eastern coast of 
.\sia. A second lino follows the route by 
tho Rod Sea to India, China and .Japan, 
with a branch to Australia. .Sumo of these 
points could be more directly connected 
with England through Canada than they 
now aro. Tho Canadian cable to Asia 
could connect by cables to Australia and 
New Zealand, and confer important bene- 
fits upon the Empire. He then asks Mr. 
Gisborne, as originator of the first Atlan- 
tic tolograph scheme, to report upon this 
subject. Mr. Gisborne two days after- 
wards doos so, and agrees with Mr, Flem- 
ing's views as to tho superior importance 
of tho Canadian cable connected with the 
Canadian land telegraph sy.stem for com- 
munication with tho British colonies and 
dopendoncie.1 in Europe. The merest 
tyro in electric telegraphy is awaro that 
time is saved in sending messages, by nav- 
ing a aorien of convenient and uniform 
breaks for repeating the messages. Tho 
great French cable has no break between 
Franco and St. I'iorro do Miquelon, 2,- 
327 miles. The cables across tho Atlan- 
tic have no breaks between Ireland and 
Newfoundland, a distance nearly aa 
great. From British Columbia to Japan 
is about 3,300 miles. A glaiico 
at the map of the North Pacific 
Ocean will show that a continuous 
series of islands stretch from Alaska al- 
most across t* Asia. They tend consider- 
ably to the south. Little difficulty will 
bo experienced in obtaining from the 
United States landing rights upon tho 
most convenient of these islands, till s 
giving a repeating point, and the advan- 
tage of two connecting cables of 1 ,050 
miles each, instead of ono fur tho whole 
distance. There can be little competition 
with Canada in this matter, as the islands 
lying in tho direct route from the United 
States are vidcanic and surrounded by 
coral reefs, which mean sure destruction 
to any cable laid upon their shores. 
Apart from this, a direct cable from Brit- 
ish Columbia to Japan is five hundred 
inilea shorter than one from San Fran- 
cisco. A message from Japan ria tho Red 
Sea to Paris or London costs three dol- 
lars per word. Canada by this cable 
could afford to convey this message for 
two-thirds of that price, .md receive a 
handsome profit. Those facts are from 
the Ottawa correspondence of the (!li>hc, 
but tho project so clearly described has 
met with a check by th-^ opposition tho 
" eseluaive right " clause received in the 
Commons, necessitating the withdrawal 
of the whole scheme.

The Dirrctoi-.s i . iiiiiking their Animal Report hiive to iiifonn the Subscribers 
that durin-; thi' ]>ii.st yu;u- they have .succc'oded in purchasing a plot of land of 5 .teres 
immediately ;uljuiiiing the Hospital, for the purpose of erecting an Asylum for Con- 
valenceiit.s in cniieetiun with tho Hospital, The Government havo voted a sum of 
money for tlie erection of tho necessary buildings; but before the work.s could be 
coirimenced the Government required the land to be conveyed to tho Crown, which 
ha.s been done. The coming sping will, it is hoped, see this most necessary adjunct 
to tho inatitiitiohs of tho Province completed. 

Tho Directors regret that the House nf As.scmbly have pa.saed a resolution com- 
eletely revur.sing the policy under which tho Ho.9pital has been for .so many years 
not un.succe.s.sfully managed; hitherto. tho Oovernmont havo been content with h.av- 
iug two Direi tois on the Board, and ns n rule these Govornmont Directors have boon 
active and tiacf ul mombors, and hftve fully tinswered tho purposes for which they Avere 
placed on the Board. 

Tho other Dirootors are tho nominees of tho Subscribers. The proposed change 
will ho detrimental to the interests of those for whom a hosijital i.s siipimrtod. Tho 
attention necessary to details takes up a great dual of tiine, nnd (o suppoae that work 
which is now performed eniciently by eight gentlonien will lie er|u;illy as well per- 
formed liy four is sujjposing too much, and tho inevitable result will he a rocurrenco 
to the worst evils of tho past. Tho interest whicli tho public now t.ake in the insti- 
tution will, it i.-i feared, greatly lessen, and tho active and friendly .a.ssistauee given by 
many will hardly be e.\tondod to a purely Government institution. 

The Directors have ag.-iin to express their thanks to Messr.s. Dun.siiiuii- and tho 
Vancouver Coal Company for donations of coal and to vii riou.s charitable societies and 
individuals who have generously contributed to tho support of tho institution. 

The affairs of the Ilo.spital have been economically managed, a.s will bo .seen by 
the ainoinit of siillerings relieved and tho Treasurer's account of tho expenditure. 

In closing this report tho Directors regret that the change introduced by tho 
j (ioyermuent will luevont them again offering thoir services, and from tlie anplicfttions 
which have been received for a return of subscriptions and the opinions expressed of 
I tho change, they fear that tho closing of one of the most useful institutions of the 
Province will ultimately bo the result. 

There yet remains to bo considered the question of the ownership of tho pro- 
perty and tho terms on which it was dovoted to its present use, and how far tho pre- 
Bcjnt changes will affect it. On this subject tho Directors are not yet in a position to 
,give an opinion.

Wednesday, March IG. 

Hospital, Victoria, §6,000. 

Mr. A.sli iiakod if it was thu intention 
of tlio govornmont to carrj-out tlio resolu- 
tion of tlio House on this aubjoot. Ho par- 
ticularly wi.sheil to bo informed by the 
tinanco minisror so :is tn lio onabled to 
\oto iindorstAiidingly upon tlio niattor. 

Mr. BeiiToii — (,)ucstion, question. 

Mr. Wiiliaiiia— No, .sir. Not yet. 

Mr. Bennett said that the ijdvorn- 
nioiit aspired to power to cru.sh 
the voices of the popular nionibers of tlio 
biiardK of hospital directors. Tlio re- 
solution lately passed by the Houso was 
a wroug stop. We should aim to nuiko 
the linspitals more self-sustaining instead 
of being more dopondent upon the gov- 
eniuient — iiioro popular in their manage- 
niiMit than govornnientul. (Hear.) If the 
House insisted upon forcing upon the 
£!:l"i'jribers n t,"".'err>n'.ent lu.nrrl nnnnlnr 
subscriptions would fall off and the en- 
tire expense would have to be borne by 
tlio government. Should this bo the 
result it would be impossible for the gov- 
orniueiit to assist other distriits in the es- 
tablislnnoiit of hospitals which required 
sucli. institutions. 

Mr.' Williams did not think there would 
bo many '-'now subscribers withdraw if 
this resolution of the Houso ^raa pat in 
force. Since the passage of the resolution 
there had boon §1200 subscribed, which 
was double the amount subscribed last 
year. The A''ictoria hospital board had 
challenged this House. Tlioy had disru- 
gardo'd its resolution and the next thing 
they would bo demanding seats on this 
floor. He (iMr. Williams) was perfectly 
fearless and tmless the government woidd 
give this House a promise that they would 
not pay the inoiiey over to a board con- 
stituted other than on the basis establish 
od by this House ho would not vote the 
money. 

Mr. Walkom said this was a matter 
that would have to be considered by the 
government. 

Mr. Bennett said that the Victoria 
Hospital board could not have taken any 
other stop than they- did the other day. 

Mr. Drummond — Rot ! 

Mr. llcnnott — There was no alterna- 
tive. 

Mr. Drummond — You've been lobbied. 
Cries for order. 

Mr. Drummond — My lion, friend for 
Lillooet or Kootenay (Yule) has made a 
most foolish remark. Last year §5 enti- 
tled a man to be a director. I 'made a re- 
solution that two and a )iftr/ should make 
a director. When they wanted to bo 
elected they scat down twj and a liar/' to 
pay to bo directors. What was the object 
of the meiubor fur Lillooet or Kootenay 
talking such rot — nonsense — rubbish I 
They sent a subscriber — Mr. Thomson — 
a gentleman ot renown— rhe sent in his two 
and a harf, And the honorable chief ma- 
gistrate of this city — he sent in his two 
and a harf, too. 

Mr. Galhraith — Speak to the ([uestion. 

Mr. Drummond — I'm speaking to Mr. 
Bennett. Ho talks rot. Ho's been lob- 
bied. Ho talks rubbish. Ho don't know 
what lie's talking about. There are many 
honorable gontlomon who don't know 
what they are talking about. 

Voices— Names ! 

Mr. Drummond — • I won't mention 
names ; but there's a lunatic asylum here 
and some of these gentleman — 

The Chairman — Order. 

Mr. Drummond — Well, I'm speaking to 
the question. I'm going to vote for this 
S5000 item. Thern are other districts in 
the province that are entitliMl to the re- 
cognition of the government. I don't 
wish to be personal. The hon. gentle- 
man may squirm. I take that back. There's 
SIC, 200 hero— 

The Chairman — That is not tlie ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Drummond. — Well, I'm going to 
vote for it. 

Mr. Hulgcscn lioped the Houso would 
insist upon its previous resolution. 

Mr. Williams would not vote a cent 
unless the resolution was respected. 

Mr. Walkeui said a resolution would 
come up ill a few days to deal with the 
whole hospital question. This vote?, 
meanwhile, should be allowed to pass. 

Mr. Ash said the government ought to 
carry' out the resolntion of the Houso 
and ho characterized the conduct of the 
government as anything but straightfor- 
ward. (Cheers.) The government would 
oat dirt on this subject. 

Mr. Vv'alkeiii, wlio was greatly o.'ccited, 
said the hon. gentleman prepared pills, 
■and he (Mr. Walkem) would rather eat 
dirt than take his pills. People went to 
the colHn with his pills. Yes, to their 
coCilns. 

Mr. Ash. — There is ni> doulit. Ilio Imn. 
gentleman is nerving himself for the/ipe- 
•Tation which ho sees aliead. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Walkem.—Pills! 
Mr. Ash. — Yes, sir, and this is a bitter 
■.. pill-, indeed for you to swallow. 
The resolution was passed.

Mr. Ash.— How much was spent for 
thii purpose last yearj 

Mr. Lteaven.— The expense has been 
over S7,0(JO. 

Mr. Wilson.— Wo voted §6,500 Inst 
year. 

Mr. Bcaven.— And the expenditure last 
year was §7,07 1. 

Mr. Ash. — Tho administratiuu of justice 
costs more than is necessary. Tho attor- 
ney-general entirely neglects his duties. 
No further proof of this is necessary than 
tho dreadful extravagance. When tjsshor 
was murdered a judge should have been 
sent to tho district and tho men tried 
there. There ought to be a cuuiinittoo 
of investigation appointed by this House 
to find out who is to blame for this 
extravagant expenditure. No lepqrthas 
yet been received from tlie ct.nuuitteo on 
public accouiiLs. 

jMr. Walkem .said tho lion, geutleniaii 
had made a few sensible riMuiu-ks for 
a wonder. 

Mr. Ash~I move these words be taken 
down. 

Mr. Walkem— Take them down '. Take 
them down I Take them down! 

Mr. Ash— Will you take those words 
down, Mr. C'h.iinnaii. Take those words 
down. I will have them down. 

Mr. Walkom— He talked of eating dirt. 
No doubt ho is touched on the raw. 1 
have seen that hon. gentleman .submit to 
a castigatiou from the youngest niembor 
of tho Houso about tho Deep Bay matter 
for an hour. 

Mr. Ash — You wore cliiof commissioner 
at the time and j'ou know there was niith- 
ing wrong about that tiansaetion. 

Mr. Wiilkcm- -I km.-w nothing about it 
at tlio time. 

Mr. Ash — You did and you assured uie 
afterwards that I was right. 
Tho Chairman — Order. 
Mr. Ash — I will not permit tliose in- 
sinuations. 

There was much confusion ,-it tliis mo 
inont, several members and the cli:iirnian 
vociferating for order at the tlio tops of 
their voices. 

Mr. Wilson managed to sjiy that tho 
allusion of the a ttopuoy general to Deep 
Bay was uncalled for. 

Mr. Ash — ^Tho remark idfects my per- 
sonal honor and I will not submit to it. 

Several members rose to their feet at" 
once and the chairman'.s voice was heard 
above the din demanding order. 
Order being at last restored, 
Mv. Walkom said that ho would bo 
happy to have a committee appointed to 
probe into this matter. The miu'der took 
place in December, in midwinter. Tho 
settlers were all in arms, and speedy jus- 
tice wa.s attempted to bo meted out t(j 
tiio nutl;iu's. Thu gnvorioiinnt was 
backed by tho opinion of two legal gentle- 
men now on tho bench that no commis- 
sions were necessary for tho trial. Tlie 
very judge who trie(l tho case wrote Inm 
on tho I-lth December that lie was inclin- 
ed to think no commissions was neces- 
sary. The men wero tried. Tho trial 
was a mockery and another trial was 
ordered at a ruinous expense. He then 
referred to a "painful scene" in tlie Su 
promo Court and said tho two legal gen- 
tlemen who now adorn the bench were re- 
ferred to ill a letter to Ottawa as unlit to 
sit in a County Court. He claimed th.nt 
ho h;id discharged his duties faitbfullj', 
and the blauio of tho extravagance resteil 
on other shoulders than his. Ho criti- 
cised the short sitting on tho lost assi/o 
trial at New Westminster where tho bill 
for the jury's food was §530, the witnesses 
had to be paid and the Dominion govern- 
ment liad to pay §1760 for the same 
trials. He claimed that ho h.ad acted 
with fairness and had spurned ofiico. lie 
might have had a high and honorable 
position; but he would not take it. He 
would bo glad to show the letters on this 
subject to any moiidjoi'. Tlie aduiinis- 
tratiou of justico iiiul li .t been well at- 
tended to ill this province ami he had 
striven for a change, until at last the tw.i 
gentlemen who adorned the beiic'.i .aiul 
society had been placed on the bencli by 
his exertions. 

Mr. Smithe could discover no cau.-.e fnr 
the attorney-general's ebullition, and 
thought there was no reason to Huppo.se 
that there would be any extraordinary 
expenditure during the present year. In 
1879 a little over §3,300 was expended 
for this purpose and be thought the item 
might be reduced to 85,000. 

i\Ir. Ash.— I ;im determined to ascer- 
tain what the attorney-general meant by 
Ills allusion to Deep Bay. Doe.s lie meai.' 
to insinuate that the piece of land I hold 
there was dishonestly acquired ? 

Mr. Walkem. — I accused tho hon. gen- 
tleman of having submitted to an hour's 
castigatiou from Mr. Gordon (.nllhough lie 
did not merit it) on tho Deep Bay matter. 
As I was in the Lands and Works de- 
partment at tho time I know that tho 
caatigation was not just. 

Mr. Ash. — That doe.s not satisfy me. 
I have heard tho attorney-general attack 
an hon. member for two hours in a I'rnA^- 
ly personal niiitter; but I will not sulmiit 
to such treatment. I now ask him if, 
when ho used the words "Deep Bay," ho 
intended to imply improper conduct to 
mo with respect to tho land at Deoi) 
Bayl 

Sir. Walkem. — I have made an expla- 
nation already* I have said that the hon. 
member submitted to a castigatiou of two 
hours on tho Deep Bay land matter, and 
that I defended him. 

Mr. Ash. — I have often heard the at- 
torney-general use the word " cowardly." j 
I presume it is a parliamentary word and I 
I now use it towards him. I say his atti- | 
tude now is cowardly. | 

Mr. Chairman. — Order! Order! j 

Mr. Walkem. — Oh! I have not the | 
slichtest objection and I don't want the ; 
words taken down. j 

Mr. Ash. — There's another short word 
which is applicable to tho attiinioy-yen- 
oral, but as it is not parliamentary j 

Mr. Chairman loudly callod for order i 
and amid a general outcry the sentence . 
was not finished. 

Mr. Humphreys said there were now j 
fl'vo judges instead of three and there ; 
might be additional expenso in tho ad- : 
ministration of justice. 

Mr. Bennett said that the attorney- 
general had given the House nu informa- 
tion that it was not already possessed of. 
The correspondence with the judges was 
published in The Colonist nine months 
ago. Suppose the judge who tried the 
case had said that he was "inclined to 
think" no commission necessary, upon de- 
liberation he ascertained that it was and 
did not hesitate to say so. Did nut two 
of the judges ask the government to havo 
the case argued and decided before tho 
first trial was hold! Thore could have been 
no danger at all in following tho old course 
and it was an imprudent thing for tho 
government to have acted in opposition 
to tho opinion of tho judges. 



Mr. WilsMU did n..t blame tho Attorney 
General at all, as he was not in the pro- 
vince at tho time. Had he been hero, as 
lie had issued commissions before he 
would have 'issued them again. In his 
abconco the law ollicers consulted legal 
gentlemen; but all know that legal gen- 
tlemen are Koiiietimes wrong. Tliis is 
not likely to occur again; and as tho At- 
t.iriiey Cencral had said this afternoon 
the law expenses under tho now arrango- 
mont would bo 40 per cent. less, lie hoped 
that the item would be cut down to §-1000. 

Mr. Walkem said he did not; disapprove 
of the courie tp.keii in tho McLean trials, 
and that the responsibility must rest on 
other filiouKler.-s entirely. 

iMr. .Smitlie regretted that the Attorney 
General had shown .so much heat and had 
violently attacked the member for Coniox 
witliout any provocation having bten 
given him. Ho thought tho item in ex- 
■;e».s of what would be necessary, especial- 
ly after the saving the .-Mtorney General 
liad said would bo ell'ected. Ho produced 
figures to .'diow that, as contrasted with 
|)toviou;i years, the vote now asked was 
excessive. He charged tho finance min- 
ister with putting largo sums down in the 
estimates for those expenses so that wlien 
apiilicatii.n was made fur monies fur 
.scho(ds or ro.'uls he cnuhl .say that there 
wore no money on liamt for the purpose 
— ilwaiall apiu'opri.-ited fnr ntlicr ob- 
jects. 

Mr. Humphreys i>rotested against these 
unfounded charges. 

Mr. .Ash said til it his reipiest for infor- 
mation as to this ilein had been met with 
insults. Tlie attorn. :y ;;eiu'ral had attack- 
ed him and had since iiii a'-l;ed tlie judges. 
I'he eulo;;isni h.' had passed on the new 
ju(li,'es was intended t" reliect unfavora- 
bly on the (d.l jiidi;c.-i. He had heard tho 
attorney-general use the words honesty 
and ver.ieity to iiiL,'!ii, aiul he (Qr. Ash) 
would say no more "U that subject. He 
had said that he had been offered a high 
|)iisilion and refused. 'Surely ho could

not mean tliat ho was offered a judgeship 
because all kuev,' that althougli he .aspired 
lo tluit position ho c.oiild not get it. 
Everyime felt that it was indeed neces- 
sary that a full oxiilanation should bo 
given of this extr.ionlinary exinMulitiire. 
Wlieu be (Dr. .Vsh) wa;; provincial secre- 
tary a conimissiim for the assize.-i was used 
which had boon issued by his [iredeces- 
sor. Such might have boon dune in the 
cise of the iMcLean trial. He protested 
against the attorney-L;ener.il rising to at- 
tack the judges. Ho h.'ul insulted them ; 
ho had kept them (Oit of their iiiouey, 
and this discussion \\:is necessary to pre- 
vent a rcciirreiico of such conduct as the 
attorney-guneral had been guilty of. If 
tl'o n.tt.'VK.y-irnnpril («w any dnroliction 
in tin; judges he should have reported it 
to Ottawa; but his attacks in tho House 
were cowardly. 

.Mr. Walkem w,\s sur[U"isod that tho 
hon. geiitleinim who had said tho govern- 
ment would havo to eat dirt [Mr. Ash — 
•So you will] had got angry Docauso he 
(Mr. Walkem) had said that, ho preferred 
to cat dirt to sw.allowing his pills. Tho 
hon. gentlonian had been castigated — 

^Lr. .-V.-sIi — It is not true I am not the 
mail to submit to a castigatiou, 

.^Ir. Walkem- -I mean a verbal one. " 
Mr. Ash — It is not truo. 
Mr. ^Valkora — The hon. gentleman is 
very tliinskinncd; but ho has told us that 
while lie was provincial secretary assizes 
were licM und^'r old eonmiissioris. He 
(.Mr. Walkem) liad .attacked no one. Ho 
had dcfendeil himself for this expenditure 
Tlie Doiiiiiiioii ;;overnment stated all that 
he had stateil on the lloor of this House 
and lie was not afraid to defend himself. 
N'eracity had been spoken of. Ho de- 
cl.ired solemnly that bo had never, dir- 
ectly or indirectly, tried to place himself 
on the bench of this iiroviiice.

He states 
recent ' "1""' 'ii-king command he found no 
rules or regulations to guide tho force and 
vory little interest taken by the members 
in tho discharge of their duty. Ho has 
held tho position two montlisand h.-\s had 
to contend with difficulties which have 
been in a measure overcome. The ap- 
pointment of a board of police commis- 
aioners, who shall havo control of tho 
force and tho appointment of a detective, 
a reduction in the salaries now paid of §10 
per month including tliat of the auperin- 
tcndcnt so as to enable the city to secure 
tho services of a detective without ad- 
diti'Uial cost aro recommended.

Attention 
is directed to tho want of a place of 
shelter where a poor man or woman 
may obtain a night's lodging. Two 
nightwatchnicn from tho 1st Octobor to 
lat April in each year aro recominonded — 
one for James Bay and tho other fm- tho 
north part of the city. The private watch 
system is stated to bo unsatisfactory and 
tho Council aro asked to devise means to 
control the private watchmen so that their 
beats may bo proportioned and their 
hours of duty specified. Tho necessity of 
a police barracks and city lock-up and 
other matters for tho better protection of 
tho city aro recominonded. 

Coun. Shakespeare moved that as tho 
report was lengthy it should bo laid over 
for a week. 

Coun. McLean thought the report a 
very good one.

A PowEiiFUL Electiuu Light. — A dis- 
patch from Clovelaud says that a new 
electric Brush light for uso in tho British 
navy has been auflicieiitly tested there 
It has a hundred thousand candle illumi- 
nating pjwcr — 50 times greater than an 
ordinary electric lamp for street lighting, 
and is believed to bo the largest and most 
powerful light over made with human 
hands. It is designed to be used at night 
attacks and to scrutinize the sea for tor- 
pedoes. A 40-horse power engine is re- 
quired to [iroduco tho light. Tho carbons 
used aro two inches and a half thick. An 
intense heat isgonorated between the car- 
bon points, equalling one-nineteenth of 
tho estimated heat of tho aun. It is cal- 
culated that with an ordinary reflector a 
beam of light can be cast so powerful that 
persona fifteen miles away can see to read 
by it.
